FBI endorsed shooting— ACLU 



The American Civil liberties Union is 
charging that the FBI secretly funded and 
directed a para-mllitary right-wing organiza- 
tion in San Diego and instructed the group to 
assassinate at least two radical political 
activists. 



The ACLU. in a S^OOO-word 

turned over the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, identifies the para-military 
group as the "Secret Army Organization." 

The Secret Army OfgaaisatkMi (SAO) was a 
group similar tothe Kfiantemea which carried 
out bombtogs and terrorist activities in the 
San Diego area in the late 1960s and early 

1970s. 

The ACLU's memo quotes former 



members of the group as saying that the SAO 
received funding and instructions from FBI 
agents. The memo identifies one alleged FBI 
informer, John Rasberry. as admitting that 
the Bureau instructed him to assassinate a 
radical San Diego professor. Peter Bohmer. 

Bohmer's home was shot up in early 1972, 
and a friend of his was wounded. It was later 
disclosed at the trial of the assaUaaA that FBI 
agent Steven ChristeBsen hid the aliimatir 
weapon used in the attack for sii months in 
his own hone whUe hical police hooted lor it. 

The ACLU alleges that the FBI also 
unsuccessfully instructed SAO m em be rs to 
assassinate Chicano activist Linco Bueno. 

The FBI has responded to the charges, 
sayhig it had '^nothing to do" with the SAO. 



Parents tapped daughter's phone 



The Houston Post reports 
that a suburban Houston 
couple wiretapped their 
daughter's telephone for 
years and turned over 

to 




The parents, who refused 
to be IdeMifled, said they 
hooked up a voice-activating 

device to a home extension in 
1%7 when their daughter 
was a 'difficult" 15 -year- 
old. Over the next seven 
years, the eavesdropping 
parents recorded and edited 
down thovsaads of hours of 
drug culture conversatioos 
post-puberty sex talks 
between their daughter and 
her fnends, even alter she 
moved out of the house and 
obtained her own apartment. 

The parents report they 
ran down the names and 
addresses mentioned in the 
tapes; checked out the 
license numbers of cars in the 
vicinity of the daughter's 
apartMeat; aad occasionallv 



suburban police chief or 
Houston narcotics officers, 
all of whom were informed on 
the ongoing tap. 

On one occasion, the 
**bugging" parents let 
another parent hear a portion 



of a pertinent tape. They told 
The Post, "For three hours, 
we explained how important 
it was that he not take any 
direct action. He swore he 
wouldn't. Then he went 
home and beat the hell out of 



his kid." 

The daughter, who is now 
23. is abgut to get married. 
The protective parents say 
their daughter has thanked 
them "a million times" for 
their vigilance.

Be thankful 

Last Monday. Central Telephone CDnipanv of 
Florida and its subsidiary. Florida Central 
Telephone, asked for a 37.2 per cent hikt for smgk* 
party home telephone service in Tallahassee. 

The proposal, filed with the Florida Public 
Service Comiiiission, also includes a request fo€ an 
increase to 20 cenu for pay telephone use and the 
imposition of a 20 cent charge on directory 
assistance calls. 

Centers action has been expected, especially in 
viewofa similar request made by Southern Beil last 
January. 

In spite of its poor seryice and general 
inadequacy, one rannot quickly dismiss Centel's 
request for a hike. Atter all, the telephone utility's 
vice president and division manager, CP. Lamm, 
righteously points out that the company has not 
been granted an increase since way back In 1972. 

Also, Centel would still allow customers three 
free local directory assistance calls monthly before 
charging 20 cents to obtain telephone information . 
However, directory assistance calls made from coin 
telephones, hotels, motels and hospitals would be 
exempt from the charge. Surely, in this day of 
constant criticism of big corporations who insist on 
draining every penny from badgered consumers, it 
is refreshing to see that Centel has been receptive 
enough to grant these generous concessions. Any 
other telephone company would have probably 
charged customers after their first directory 
assistance call. 

Too often, consumers forget that large 
corporations are doing them a favor by providing 
them services which otherwise they would be 
unable to acquire. Certainly, these companies haye 
a right to a little reward when it is they w ho take the 
risks in that jungle called free enterprise. Lamm 
claims that Centel will only receive a paltry $7.8 
million in additional annual revenue to meet what 
he termed ' 'spiralling costs and defauhed 
earnings.** 

Maybe it will be necessary for all of us to tighten 
our betts a little, wear our Whip Inflation Now 
^'^^^t •nd be tiiaidcfnl that we even have 
tetephooes and a corporation sudi as Centel to help 
ns use them.

Independence Day reflections 



Manical depression has set in. It's July 4. 1975. The 199th 
birthday of the Declaration of Independence. For most people 
it's a day away from the drudgery of work: a day to spend 
watching baseball and listening to Joe Garagiola rap on about 
America while you sit in a stupor drinking Old Milwaukee 



Alas for AM. the mundane pleasures of American existence 
sKp by. I am somehow made of thinner skin. Therefore, the 
tragedy of the present day existence of my homelaad. the 
United States of America, becomes all the more ohvious. Ob 
probably the most institutionalized radical day of our histoty, 
the day we gloriously and arrogantly broke with Great Britain,' 
it should be remembered what the burning issues were at that 
time. The colonists were upset because thev were governed 
by corrupt politicians. They were angry because the monopoly 
trade practices of the British East India Tea Company made 
the prices of good rise. They were angry because of unfair 
tazatioo, etc., etc. 

What does the July 4 bold for the '^democratic" people of 
the Umted States? We are 199 years into the great 
expenment. bi 1775 we were percehred as fighters for 
freedom, holders of the first SMcessfnl revohition against 
political and economic tyranay. todi^ worldwide we are 
perceived as the most heuoas cthnhials smce the Nazis of 
World War II fame. 

The parallels between our performance m SffBth^airt Asia 
and the Nazi war tactics are strikingly clear. For i— 
while we assumed the role of judge and reprimanders at the 
Nuremburg trials, the very "rules of war" which the U S 
attacked Germany for using during Worid War U are the ones 
the U.S. calmly used in Southeast Asia. 

Theoocsaving grace for the Germans is that manv of them 
Wta deep sense of gnih over what transpired. However 
ttere IS very little guih feh amongst Americans over the 
destruction we perpetrated hi Vietnam. Sitthig hi the Varsity 
Theatre watching "Hearts and Mmd»*\ the tnmmatic film 
portraying the U.S. s role in Southeast Asia.

Semester system is a possibility 
for Florida universities of the future

FSl'. along with the eight other State 
University System (SUS) operated universities in 
Florida, may eventually be converted to the 
semester system. 

According to Board of Regents (BOR) oflicials. 
while the plan might be implemeiited widiin the 
next few years, no comndtnents have yet been 
lor the change-over. 
SUS Chanoeikir E.T. York said that there has 
'some talk" of moving to a common 
calendar for all education in the state and that 
"there has been some indication that the 
universities would prefer the semester set-up. 

"The universities cannot move unilaterally in 
this area and there has been expression by 
legislators and others that the slate needs to get 
in line." York said. 

York indicated that the push for the traositioo 
lost impetus when some said that the current 
^sten of at least three conoMMi'eirtiy pehrts is 
ads^natt to acoomnodate the oonona of the 
common calendar. 
The concept of developing a common calendar 
at Jnnior coUege and naivcfiity level 



institutions was intnxluced by Commissioner of 
Fducation Ralph Turlington when he took office a 
> car and a half ago. At that time, both regents and 
legislators expressed interest in the proposal. 

While the Coundi of Unhrcrsity P reside n t s 
endorsed the move to a conunon calendar, a BC» 
task force set op to study the concept, headed by 
Myron IHee of the Office of Academic Affairs in 
Community Colleges, ofiered a less restrictive 
plan. 

" "Our intent was to leave the institutions free to 
work with others in their area so they could 
mesh. ' Bleesaid. "We encouraged the fostering 
of a s\stem in which students finishing one block 
of instruction could go on to the neit without long 
layovers." 

The task fioice reported tiiat it favored a high 
degiee of oonthMity hi calendars, bvt did not 
recprire matitntkim to begin and end sessions at 

the same thne. 

Specificatidns adopted expressed the need for 
at least tlnee common entry periods It obliged 
administrators to make provisions fi>r students 
completing work at one institution to finish there 
in time to enter other programs. 



Eaecotive Vice President Bernard Sliger said 
that he was unaware of any measfr nndir 
co nsi der at ioB which wooM place FSU on the 
semester system. He added, however, that he 
would go akmg with any nmve to pnt afi units in 
post-secondary education on the same calendar. 

"It wouldn't be prohibitive to change since 
universities are always in transition.*' Sliger said. 
"The disadvantage of the universities going over 
to a new svstem would be that, onte sou get used 
to v)mething. it is alw ays more difficult to change 
than to keep what you have." 

Sliger pointed out that the semester sjrstem 
gives professors more time to devekip 
and wonhl decreaae nmnher «f 
re^stinlion aesaions to two from dw 
three. 

"Fve been on both the senwHer and qaaner 
systems and 1 don't see any great advimtage 

categorically ore over the other." he said. 

Blee claimed that, while there is a live interest 
in making the calendar serse the needs »>f the 
students, "it does not rest m a smgle lock step 
system. There are many options to begm looking 
into."

More power to 
our president 



ft must have been a dream come true for FSU 
President Stanley Marshall when the Board of 
Regents approved lump sum budgeting as 
proposed by the legislature in its last session. 

Previously, the legislature would allocate funds 
based on "line items," a process which university 
presidents daimed hindered them, esptoMlly with 
the cinmit budfet aqneease. 

Under the new budgeting procedure, each school 
will get Its share of the money based on enrollment, 
and it 's up to each president to decide how to spend 
it. Dividing $250 million in operating funds, the 
presidents will be "managers" of their monies, 
responsible to the regents and the legislature for 
the results. 

FSU will receive $52.8 million for operating 
eipenses during next year. 

Whether or not the new plan will provide a more 
effective proce» of funding stifl remains to be 
seen. However, it i^>pears that most universities 
wW benefit from the new procedure. It has long 
been a standing assumption that few legislators 
know a great deal about different universities* need 
and wants. Because of this, they have consistently 
malappropriated funds and resources to the 
different universities. 

But one can hardly predict that FSU will benefit 
from lump fund budgeting, largely because of 
President SUnley Marshall. Even though it has 
been stated that several advisory committees will 
be set up to assist the president in doling out the 
loot, we are quite sure that Marshall's pet projects 
will run off with the biggest cache. 

Since Marshall became president, he has proven 
over and over that he is a crafty and ruthless 
bureaucrat of the highest order. He has always 
sought power, as evidenced by his hierarchical 
reorganization program, and has quickly 
undermined every attempt by both faculty and 
student organizations to gain input. 

We shudder to think what Marshall will do now 
that he has abnost oonplete control of the budget. 
He has never aUded by otters' suggestions the 
past, and thero is noti^ to indicate that ys ways 
teve changed. 

Marshall has more power, and students and 
faculty members have less. Things can only get 
worse.

Refugees settle into Tallahassee lifestyle 



The American tradition of offering shelter 
and a helping hand to foreigners leaving their 
Noaielaad is coatiauing here' in TsHshassae 
throttth the roncdinating eHorts of the 
Vietnamese Refageas Eesettleniettt. Inc. 
(VRRI). SB laterdeaoniaatioaal charch 

According to Jerry Butterfield, a local 
iti/enand sponscn-oftworeftigees. about 160 
etnamese are staying in Tallahassee. They 
re directed here by the VRRI and are 
; "11 sored bv \ arums church groups or 
tuluiduals on their arrival. 

A number of citizens here in town were 
interested in sponsoring families and, after 
istttag the camp at Eglin (Air Fofce Base), 
hey d ecided to set up a ^xmsorahip 
rganixatioa,** Bvtterflekl s^. descrlMng 
the effort as a * 'people-to-people approach in 
international relations." 
BtttteffieU said that the r^ttgeea fled for a

One of Florida's most wealthy citizens. Ed Ball, 
has taken up a new hobbv — buiidmi^ bear cages. 

Reportedly on a visit to his wildlife plantation. 
Ball became concerned about the welfare of a pet 
bear Bsawd Al^. B«U tkoiisht that the bear did not 
have a vny agieeahle habitat and wasted to "pat 
tei where he co«idtafceaha& when he wants to." 

This means that Ban wiD now use his looimng 
influence to construct a cage, which has been 
described as the ultimate bear home, on and in the 
Wakulla River. 

Probably if anyone other than Ed Ball had 
decided to build a bear cage, opposition would be 
almost non-existent. However, this Ed Ball is the 
same Ed Bail who was recently awarded ownership 
of the Wakulla river bottom in a vehemently 
contested coort hattle with ravironmeirtalist Tom 
Morrai. 

Morrin had argued that Ball did not have the 
aotfAmty to wind a fence across the Wakulla River. 

Circuit Judge Hugh Taylor dictated that the river 
was not navigable in a legal sense from its 
headwaters to the bridge, and that Ball not only 
owned the river bottom but also the property on 
both sides. 

It would be difficult for someone to determine 
whether or not Alge the bear will be more 
comfy -cozy in his proposed retreat, but tiien that is 
not tlw issae. 

What is of importance is how one man came to 
own fnd control a river, and subsequently use it 
for minor yet nonetheless commercial interests. 

Some haver challenged Ball's detractors, most 
notably Democrat Editor Malcolm Johnson, who is 
more than passingly fond of lolling down the 
Wakulla in one of the cruise boats. However, both 
Johnson and other Ball supporters evade the point 
when they claim that Ball has done more good than 
harm for the Wakulla River. 

Nature is not something to be bought or sold and 
then pot on disphiy for as adwriag pobHc.

Sen. Bob Saunders, then Ways and Means 
C b m m htee Chairman, voted to confirm Keller as 
secretary. Two da; s ago, Saunders was informed 
that he was no longer head of that powerful 
committee. 

Although he vigorously denies any vindictive 
motives, it seems more than apparent that Barron 
is making it dear to evetyone tliat it would be 
unwise to cross the bantam rooster from Panama 

aty. 

"You can't read tiiat in it. You can't draw tiie 
oondnsions tbat you're trying to if you're trying to 
hock it up to Keller," Barron pleaded. He pointed 
out that two other Keller supporters. Sens. Robert 
Graham and Phil Lewis, were happy with their new 
assignments, and that this proved revenge played 
no part in the shake-up. 

However, it is difficult to believe that Saunders 
was removed for anything other than Barron's 
promised retaliation. Barron even admits that he 
had no complaints with Saunders' performance as 
Ways and Means chairman, but claims that it is 
necessary to split the committee into two separate 
bodies for more efficient performance. Saunders 
got tlie siiort end of tiie i^it by being named to 
head up tiie new Finance and Tai Committee, a 
less prestigious and and less powerful post. 

Barron has frequently been noted for his 
heavy-handed control of the State Senate and his 
*'play-balI-with-me-or-not-at-air' attitude. More 
than once, his ego and status has gotten ?-i the way 
of rational and beneficial decisions. Certainly, this 
is the case in his mandate to replace Saunders, wlio 
has a loog-standiit reputation as an able 
legislator. 

We are tliaakfiB] tbat Barron's days as Senate 

l^resideirt are limited, but can only hope that his 
influence in the chamber will follow him off the 
Plresident's podium. Florida is not well-served by 
von Dempsey.

The boreaacratic web of our society is so vast, 
inscrutable aad preposterous, tliat most of as realise tliere 
is little we can do to affect the nadooal events of the diqr. A 

balance of trade deficit, the latest report on tlie memory 
qualities of ribonucleic acid and the perplexing plight of the 
Minnesota Twins are things that are simply out of our 
control. Instead of making quixotic asses of ourselves, we 
have developed an obsession with collecting "facts" and 
details. It provides vicarious, albeit superficial, 
involvement. News, in effect, becomes more a matter for 
idle office and cocktail party chit chat, than the living, 
festering beast that it is. 

Many of as, fai fact, aie media addicts, as hooked on the 
media, as jaaldes are on heroin. 

hi oar drtarhment from the real everta — hi <mm- viAmUig 
them as a sort of movie — we demand corloos aad 
interesting news. We want the safieot fiKts, but only if tlwy 
are flashy aad entertaining. Nothing boriag, aodiiag to 
irritate us or make us realize our impotence in rt f i f 
system. Wc have become, as Vonnegut has noted, moie of 
an audience than a society. This is how the media perceives 
the customers' mood, and this is the mood the media 
panders to. 

An archeologist writing in (More), the liberal New York 
lia wirtchdog, recently described the bastardization of a 
netwotk television news docomentary he had researched. In 
its llaal font, die film icarody resembled the project he 
hMlworfcedoa. Vital poctioos of the fifan had been deleted, 
rendering the efibrt pft^Hltti ia his rrl l iaii iu a 
The archeologist. naturally, was ootraged. 
When he asked the diieclor why tiw edkh^ had beea 
done, he was told it was to enhance viewer appeal. Hie 
director agreed that the omitted pieces were important to 
the theme of the documentary, but. he said, they wcte 
boring. They would not be tolerated by the average donkey 
in his living room in Peoria. Hie donkey, in iact, w ^k* 



have beea so bored by liie fMts that he might have hm 
moved to change chttiaeis, i.e., the film's rating nodi 
have sii i lBi e d , and advettisetB woold be less wiffing tofMt 
tiie bin for fiitaie docaateatafies* The essential bet boflig 
facts had to be sacrilioad for the flaaaci^ soooest oflk 
fifan. 

The tragedy, of coarse, is that the director may httc 
been right. The typical viewer has ao ase for the prosaic 
humdrum of facts. He has been so spoiled aad tadolfel 
that he demands to be entertained. 

The press, generally a cut above the visual media, hi$. 
late, also gone in for a showier format. Magazines such « 
New York and New Times, and nationally distributed 
newspapers like the National Enquirer arc excrtiriK mu.r 
influence on daily newspaper that sense greater readership 
in the new approach. 

Even such staid and fusty organs as the Tallahaitee 
D em o crat have fallen upon the entertainment-idiot appeal. 
Like newspapers afl over tlie country, particolarly ta Ifct 
hfid!«est, the Deowcrat b canently poblithing a special

Women talk politics, candidacy, campaigns 



Citing the fact that there 
are only thirteen women in 
the Florida House and 
Senate, about 90 women 
chafed at a ''Women hi 
Politics** semhiar Saturday 
that women arc under-repre- 
sented in all levels of 
government. 

Thf seminar, sponsored by 



the National Organization for 
Women (NOW), was held in 
the House of Representatives 
chamber. 

Female political leaders 
such as Rep. Elaine Gordon 
(D>Mianii), who was recently 
appointed to the House Rules 
Committee, and Rep. Karen 
Coolman (D-Fort Lauder- 
dale) addressed the meeting. 

Gordon explained that for 



wt)men in politics. a 
campaign must have commit- 
ment, goals, unity, money 
and a desire for power. 

''Without a 100 per cent 
commitment from both the 
candtdair and the campaign 
manager, you are facing 
defeat." Gordon said. "You 
must put awav petty desires 
and be committed to the 
ultimate goal, whatever that 




is. 

Gordon said that Hoily hi a 
campaign means "uniting 
with aU kiiida of people 
eveiywhacCk "Riia can be 
done without compromisfaig 
your principles and ideas.** 

One of the biggest 
problems foe women candt- 
dates b money, according to 
Gordon. 

"Unless you know that you 
have money and can get more 
money, do yomelf and your 
candidate a favor and dbn't 
promise it." Gordon said. 
"The campaign just cauBOt 
be done without money.** 

Many women think of 
power in terms of aggres- 
sion. Gordon said. "Rather 
than becoming aggressive, 
put your energy towards 



candidate." Coolman said. 
At least three of these four 
criteria are needed to whi a 
campaign, she added. 

Coolman said she found in 
her campaign timt image was 
more important than issues. 
She advised that women 
choose an image which is 
definitive, but not garish. 

Lack oi confidence is a 
problem faced by many 
women candidates, accord- 
ing to Coolman. She told 

"gut issues** to the 
el e c t o r ate , and to put their 
o pp onen ts on the defensive 

whenever possible. 

Bevery Dozier. who ran

Scientific selection 
used for Little jury 

A special team of social sdentists from Cotumbia 
University is assisting the deienie hi the Joamie little 
murder trial to **tcieBtifically" select a jury panel favorable 
to thdr dieBt* 

The team of aocMogisU and psydioloi^bts, headed by 
Dr. Richard Christie of Colombia, has drawn up a pfdSe 
<^ potential jurors who are likely to act impartially or even 
fiivorably toward Little — the 21 -year-old black woman 
diarged with stabbing a jailer she says tried to rape her. 

The first two jurors seated in the Raleigh. North Carolina 
trial, in fact, have backgrounds considered favorable by the 
social science team. Although both are white, they are 
young, single and female — positive attributes as far as the 
researchers are concerned. 

The Little case is not the first time "scientific jury 
aelectioa" has been employed. The same proffle system 
was used for jury selection in the Wounded Knee trials in 
St. PmiI, ia the 1972 Harrishnrg conspiracy trial, aad at the 
1973 WAW conspiracy trial fai Galnesvaie, Florida. AO of 
these trials resotted In favorable verficts for the

Wkhin the United States, AIM has a similar tourist 
boycott going — this one against the state of South Dakota. 
AIM has urged US tourists "to see South Dakota last."

Although some may fmd it difficult to believe, we 
often become exasperated to be constantly 
confronted with writing editorials condemning the 
administration for shortcomings and poor 
performance, particularly when the abuses appear 
to be of the same or similir nature. Certaiiily, most 
students and faculty members become equally 
iried when they aie weekly ghm iafomiatioa 
abovt how the administratioo has again spoken 
with a forked tongue. 

However, for some reason not easily 
discernable, the administration continues to 
saunter down its path of folly. 

Usually people or organizations learn from their 
mistakes and make attempts the next time around 
that are more effective. Yet, the FSU 
administration seems only capable of repeating 
eriots radm than rectifying previous U^tes. 

Once again, a report released by State Auditor 
General Ernest Ettisoo has criticized FSU for 
defidendes in general accounting coatrote. In an 
earlier report published last fidl, Elli^ had cited 
FSU for maladministration of funds, most notably 
the temporary loss of over $400,000. 

At the time of the first report, students and 
faculty members were rather aggravated with the 
administration's funding miscues. But with a flurry 
of excuses and promises to do better, the 
administration was granted a stay of execution. 

Everyone had thought that the adaainistralion 
woukl work hard to get its act together, especially 
ring this "age of austerity." But low and behold, 
tile administration comes right back and submits 
financial statements to Ellison which do not agree 
with the general ledger.

Usually when attempts are made to devdop a worUag 
analysis of society, we are fbtoed because of om limited 
understanding of words to constantly refer to seemingly 
evasive entities as "social structures" or "societies". 
Additionally, these entities gain the power to oppress, 
manipulate and control our lives. Because it is so difficult to 
concretely describe non -concrete systems, we fall into the 
habit of becoming overly rhetorical. 

However, if you are daily confronted with a unique 
lifestyle which is in opposition to the "social structure", the 
words oppressioo and social restraint carry much more 
meaning than wlien used in advanced sociology courses. 

I am gay. And when you are gay, sodal sifuctures 
become walls. 

As does the iofce which flattens me against it, that wafl 

against which my back is pushed seems to be permanent. 
In this position, apathy is not an option — survival depends 
on moving forward, alleviating the pressure. But liow? 
With what strength? Whose help? Regardless of the degree 
of applied pressure, regardless of the contrived 
circumstances which force anyone against that wall, no one 
can move forward without aid and such aid is not rendered 
by a social order in which "Business goes on as usual". 
And the "business" being the frustrating, at the expense 
of many for the profit of few, of any effort to move or 
change. So, where to tninf 

OMoQsly, yon can only turn to your neighbor wfaone 
back is also against the waU. ft doesn't matter if the social 
dictates which placed your neighbor these are dUSemt 
from fbo&t dictate which placed yoo theie. Others agi^nst 
the wall ttc ethnic minorities, senior citizens, women, 
handicapped people, etc. Hell, our backs break the same. 
Yet we are so conditioned by the very social order which 
oppresses us that we voluntarily remain ignorant of any 
efforts, other than our own, to struggle against it. Or. we 
stamp "valid" on only our own struggle thereby being 
supportive of the power structure's repression of others. 

I am not proposing a homogeneous movement, but only 
suggesting that additional power not be yielded to the 
snmrtaie by denying the valklity of other struggles.

All the universities have Affirmative Action 
programs, but FSU was given special funding initially to 
develop a program that might serve as a pilot for others in the 
SUS. 

The Board is fiilly committed to the concept of eliminating 
discrimination in the hhring of personnel and is taking the 
action necessary to get die best qualified personnel from the 
ranks of blacks and women who nright not otherwise be found . 

Federal laws and administrative regulations are involved 
and all universities have been mandated to comply with the 
taw. But. 1 don't plan to impose any master |rfan on the 
system. 

Flambeau: Did you favor the pastagf of iha fauip SUB 

funding bill by the legislature? 

York: One of the largest advances in the legislature this 
year was lump sum funding, which gives flexibility to the 
universities and the Board in funding matters. This was one of 
our main thrusts in the legislative program this thne and it will 
be interesting to see how effectively it is uaad.

Prv>fessi<)nal ice hockey is 
the most violent of all team 
sports, with fights breaking 
out between players almost 
every match, h is almost an 
anticipated event when 
certain teams get together. 
The fight that breaks oat 
between two players and 
then becomes an all-out 
brawl between both teams is 
not a larity in hockey. 

These fights aien't pot- 
on s or shams like you see on 
Wednesday night wrestling 
or something, these are the 
real thing. Players have 
been hurt badly in these 
encounters, as they find out 
quickly that a skull is no 
match for the blade of a 
hockey irtick* 

No one really knows why 
hockey produces these 
flare-ups, but there are a lot 
of opinions thrown around 
everytime one occurs, which 
seems to be almost dailv in 
the National Hockey League. 

The best one I've heard 
concerns the total abandon 
with which the game is 
played. There are not 
breaks in the action to allow 
for a httd<Se to tell everyone 
where to go and what to do. 
No one knows exactly what 
the other person is going to 
do, not even if that person is 
on your team and you've 
been playing with him for 20 
years. Sometimes, he's just 
going to cross you up. 

So the best way ro play 
the game is to lei your 
instincts take over. Total 
abandon. Just go out on the 
ice and let stimnlus- 
response be your only 
gntde. 

Of ooorse. yon can't go 
act like a wild man, since 
there are certain guidelines 
for the sport — such as not 

moving into you opponent's 
territory before the puck 
docs — but on the whole. 
hcKkey has less guidelines 
than any team sport. 

If vou see the puck, for 



example, being cootfolled 
by another player on the 

other team, there is no rule 
that says you can't trv to 
take it awav. using almost 
any means at vour disposal 
short of doing unscheduled 
eye surgery on your 
opponent with the blade of 
your stick. 

I have a friend who plays 
the spott, and on the ice, he 

is the meanest, most 
obnoxious bastard this side 
off Attila the Hun. 1 mean, 
this guy gets in a fight 
before the opening face-off. 

But when he*'s not 
playing, he's just as nice 
and as gentle as he can be. 
To meet him, you would 
think getting into a fight 
would be the last thing he 
would do. 

He explains his total 
change of character by 
saying it's the nature of the 
sport. If you go out to play a 
sport against another team 
and your only guide is 
stimulus-response, then 
there are going to be fights. 
Somebody pushes someone 
else up against the boaids 
and presto — the brawl is 
on. 



This is what happened to 
David Forbes. He and 
another player were involv- 
ed in a shoving match and 
both were penalized for it. 
Wben Forbes came out of 
the penalty box at the same 
time his opponent (fid, he 
shoved his stick at his 
adversary's lace, and once 
again, the fight was on. 

Admittediy, Forbes was 
wrong. Bat he should be 
punished not by a jury of 
civilians, but by his league's 
office. The "artificial 
world" should be kept 
intact. 

If it is not. then much of 
pro sports' charm will be 
lost. No longer arc these 
guys living out a fantasy life 
in front of our eyes in a 
world all then- own, with no 
one to answer to except the 
ones who run their particu- 
lar world. They would be 
more like you and me, and 
pro sports would become

would come from having an auxiliary account 
over $100,000 in deficit. " 

When informed of the transfers. Auditor 
General Ernest BUsoo's Deputy Auditor 
George Warner said. '*We wiD certainly look 
into this and verify whether they had the 
authority to do this and, if so, why it was 
done." 

A memorandum to McClellan dated June 
23 indicated that auxiliary fund transfers 
were then alst) being considered to reimburse 
a $13,000 deficit in the Alumni Affairs 
Contract and Grant Account and a $33,000 
deficit in the Intercollegiate Athletics fund. 

All of the transfers enacted were 
implemented one week before the end of the 
fiscal year. The auditor general criticized-the 
anxffiaries tai his 1973 report.. 

All three of the vice presidents said they 
felt they had acted in the best interest of the 
university, and Heitt said there were two 
purposes of the fund transfers. 

**The auditor general did not want the 
individual auxiliaries to show deficits while 
others showed surpluses. This was a part of 
our concern," he said. "Our other intent is to 
give an overall university perspective of the 
total auxiliary so that university needs can t>e 
matched against the total nniverslty 



Fisher said that under the new system ' 'the 
university's resources have tt» be nsed for the 
university s g(K>d. 

"This doesn't mean v^e wt)n'l ha\c input 
from the auxiliary heads, but administrators 
with an overall scope of the university are 
better able to handle individual concerns than 
the individual depaitawnt heads/* he said. 



McCldfiui, duAwan of the cowiwiHtee, 
said one of the main intentions was to 
"provide a system of distributing auxiliary 
monies on campus according to a w ell thought 
out schedule of priorities. The basic 
management concern is using reserved funds

The public can now 
read how the U.S. Government, under the guise of combatmg 
Commun^m, installs and supports fascistic regimes, 
impedes lefcnms n fbre^ lu n ntefei aad generally 
m a n 1 palitef the Third World to salt its eooaooMc aad poitol 
ifitereau. iaside the ConfMmy: CIA Diary by Pkiflip Agee la 
the diary of a crednloos Notre Dnaw giadnate «Im> is recnrit^ 
into the CIA, takes part in U.S. interference of the political 
affairs of Ecuador, beconws dis8lBsioned in Urugnay, qnits 
and, desi»te the threats to his life, publishers oae of tlie OHiat 
damaging exposes of U.S. foreign policy. 

The diary written in a rather dry. unromanticueu lurni. 
describes in full CIA based operations in Ecuador. Uruguay 
and Mexico. Under the pretense of stopping the spread of 
Communism, the CIA baclied and financed almost all political 
opposition to the Centrist Veiasco government in Ecuador, 
bugged phones and rooms of various emabssies and 
penetrated alt Irflist groaps. Wheie the oppositioa that the 
CIA needed didn't eiist« it created it and when it needed 
effective propaganda, it created tliat too. In oeder to isolate 
leftist groups, the CIA falsified docaments, framed political 
leaders and even went so far as to bomb a Catholic church 
knowing that the left would take the blame. But the thrast of 
its activity was not at the left but towards pressuring the 
native governments to take an anti-Cuban stance. Call it 
coincidence, but the end result in both Ecuador and Uruguay 
was the establishment of pro-U.S. military juntas. Agee also 
points out the similar patterns that occurred in Chile, Brazil 
and Guyana. 

One thing made dear in readmg this book is that the CIA is 
not an organization uidependent of and by itself. It was. 
created by Congress, operates through American eat^assies 
and receives iu general prograoi throagh the Stale 

Department and the White House. Agee Knks the CIA to a 
multitude of trade nnions, political organizations and 
professional groups. Using these as fronts, the CIA sets up 

puppet unions, etc. as alternatives to indigenous ones. All 
this costs "mucho dinero." as they say south of the border, 
and you my friend pay for it. As an example of the cost the 
U.S. is willing to spend to counter leftist activities. Agee had 
as one task to collect all the Chilean escudt)s available in the 
banks of Uruguay to be used in the election campaign of 
Sahrador Allende's opposition. Why? Because the CIA 

couldn't get enongh in New York. This Matant interference in 
the affairs of CMfe occsrred in 1%4. h worked in 1964 but 
f a I led in 1 970. But then . if Plan A feUs, tliero*s always Ban B. 

Agee sheds considerable light on currem news items that 
have arisen as a result of Congressional investigatioas in 
rc( ent months. For one, Agee confirms that the CIA was 
involved in the assassination of Dominican leader Raphael 
Trujillo. Agee also docs an rttcaive number on U.S. 
involvement in the invasion of Santo Domingo in l%S and the 
Bay of Pigs in 1%2. 

Al the conclusion. Agee ponders on the question of w hat to 
do with this monster. Agee maintains that reforms of the CIA 
will not aohre the problem. As the only sohiction to this 



dilemma. Agee states "the argument lies with capi' i - . 
it is capitalism that must be opposed, with its C IA FBi r 
other security agencies understood as logical. nec«ur 
manifestations of a ruUng classes determination to rm:- 
powcr and p f ifiicgc ."

The BOR acknov* ledged that the 
determination of persons as managerial 
t niploycs, who would not be permitted to 
eagage in nnion activities, was the 
prerogative of the Pnbllc Eaptayes letatkms 
Commisskw (PERC). with whom the snit was 
riod Apr. 14.

When indMduMh are repeatedly crttktied, diey 
sometimes become skittish and, in an ^fort to 
alleviate the pressure caused by their poor 
performances, become prone to making irrational 
and foolhardy mistalces. It seems apparent from 
recent revelations that three FSU administrators 
are guilty of making ill-considered decisions in 
order to avoid being further reprimanded by the 
state andkor g«ieral. Because of their fears and 




Two and a half y«m ago. Vice Piesideiits Sieve 
McCieOan, Homer Fisher and Joseph Ifiett

Course to the public. However, no action was taken 
until four months ago when the recommendation 
was enacted. 

But for the past two years, when the course 
remained limited to students and faculty use, it 
inflicted a loss of $120,000. 

la hopes of covering-up their managerial 
ineptness, the three vice presidents transferred 
$81,614 from six solvent auxiliaries. Ahhoogb the 
actwd traaiiefs have not been declared illegal, 
both the effects and motives are questionable. 

Becently, the iiealth Center Advisory 
Committee voted in favor of a proposal which would 
close the facility as an in-patient hospital and 
sharply curtail hours of operation. Health Center 
officials agree that the proposal is the result of 
inadequate funding and claim that, if the 
recommendation is implemented, it will result in 
the loss of the center's accreditation as a hospital. 
Yet, $15,000 of the funds transferred to gloss over 
the golf course deficit came from the Health Center 
account. 

It would be a great deal easier to understand the 
erf the Health Center's services if, in fact, die 
wks nonexistent, but when it is obvious that 
money could have been made available if three 
presidents had not been so short-sighted, then 
situation becomes even more reprehensible. 
Over and over again, the auditor general has told 
ttic administration to correct its deficiencies in 
accounting records, but by all indications; it can 
only do so by cryptic and dubious means.

Cnrfently one of the most prolific debates at FSU. 
that oMitter at a majority of other naivenitias la Aawfict, 
sornmsds the qaestioB of how to educate stodeats and what 
constitntes quality educatioa. faidabitably, this debate has 
been raging siaoe the tine of Jotai Dewey aad has now 
reached raging proportions again. 

Just last September, bitter violence broke out hi Boston 
when the city's South section was ordered to desegregate its 
previously all-white high school. Parents claimed that if 
blacks were allowed to attend the local neighborhood school 
that the quality of education would decline for the white 
children. But as parents righteously proclaimed that they 
were protesting in order to do what was best fur their children , 
newspaper photographs showed a^iy mobs attacking Macks 
who had the ndsfortane of travelu^ through the tooth side of 
Boston. 

While Boston was torn by educational and racial strife, a 
county in West Virginia was daily making headlines as both 

outraged parents and church leaders vehemently opposed 
school officials' attempts to use updated textbooks. Civil 
leaders organized a boycott of classes and also staged several 
book-burning ceremonies of what they considered to be 
obscene and offensive material. Only after many months of 
struggle and violence did the schools even begin to operate in 
a normal fashion. 

Certainly, the e^Katkmal diffferenoes which have at times 
sharply dhrided bodi the fiKuHy and stadeots of FSU are aot of 
the same magnitude as those which plague Boston and West 
Virginia. However, many of the overtones are shnHar. 

The question of quality education has been a recurring topic 
in recent years due to the economic situation which has 
dictated a cutback of many services. Also involved in the 
discussion are the admission standards now applied to many 
incoming students, particularly those of minority 
backgrounds. 

Arguments have been raised that dispute the rationale of 
allowing minority students to enter the university when not 
possessing all the qualifications of white students. 
Proponents of this sentiment further maintain that courses 
and required textbooks are watered down and simplified in 
ofder to allow minority students to pass. 

Yet, they are quick to point oat that there are a number of 
whhe students who alsQ have p6or rea^ng and writing skills 
sad shoold aot be aOowed to earoO at FSU. 

Ofcourse. these arguments are stOy and do not merit much 
consideration. The adarission of more minority students has 
MhiBg to do widi FSU as a quality edocationa] institution, 
just as the aaaertioas that p er nriaaiy c ecfaKirtkMi m the 
elementary school system has resulted in an lacrcaacd 
amount of illiterate graduates. Public edmtioo m Aowrica is 
not any worse today than it was twenty years afo. hi fret, in all 
probability, it has slightly improved.

refugees to the Thai border. The KJaner Rouge, who

The senior UN official put his own name on the 
evacuation list, as well as the names of the British doctors 
who waaled to leave, a led Ooas team aad several 
jaeiwifista, iachidfa m aa AaMtwaa reporter for The Naur 
York T^BMS. 

The names of the Mdstaai h abl B ii , h owe v ei , as wcfl as 
other ill ch i ldr e a , were not pet oa the evacuation list, 
although many of us felt they could get better aiedical 

treatment in a Bangkok hospital than in the French 
embassy. Several journalists pri)p<.)sed that a land rover be 
used as an ambulance for the journey, but the UN official 
rejected this idea, giving no reason. (A land rover was 
actually used as an ambulance on the last convoy — 
helping to save the life of a Freach-VietaaaKse baby.) 

Although some of the joaraalists aad French dolors 
protested the dedsaoa not to take out the IB chfldrea, the 
UN official said there would l>e ao changes oa the 
evacuation list, and the first convoy rolled out in open. 
Chinese-made trucks, while those left behind watched. 

By then, a French medical team from the Calmette 
hospital . w hich was sponsored b> the French hospital, had 
gained sanctuar> in the embassv and replaced the British 
doctors. The Khmer Rouge had ordered all the French 
medical staff to leave the Calmette hospital, only a few 
blocia from the embassy. The Khmer medical staff was 
allowed to stay on, and was running the hospital whea we 
finally left Phnom Penh on May 6. Calmette is presumably 
still ^niirtioning. 

For several days, the condition of the baby did not 
change, until one afternoon I saw the mother start to cr\- 
hvstericalK 1 raced out of bed and into the next room. A 
French nurse ran to get the diKtor. The debtor raced into 
the room, wearing only bikini-style briefs because the 
heat was stifling in the open operating room. The voung

The doctor told me it was a losing fight, too 
much tluid had already left the baby's brain. He talked in 
technical terms 1 did not undersund. about the effects of 
advanced dysentery. 

The next day. the baby died. 

Dariag the last week, hoadreds more Chams, all 
Mmiimg Pakistaai dtizenship, crowded around the front 
gate of the French embassy* tiying to gain sanctuary. The 
consul got bad news about the new batch of refugees from 
his doctors. Word quickly spread through the camp that 
the Chams outside had brought with them cholera. 

The old Cham leader humbly beseeched the French to 
let his people enter the compound. The consul agreed — 
knowing there were at least 80 cases of cholera in the 
group.

According to the BOR 
records which Melvin obtained, the state was being charged 
for dinners that frequently raa S25 per petaoa and foctbe 
attorney's expenses. 

Contending that the BOR could use state university law vers 
and law school professors. Melvin said "the BOR is falling 
victim to the classic pattern of 'the more lawyers you have, the 
more lawyers you need.*** 

George Bedell, director of Personnel and Faculty Relatkias 
for the BOR, defended the regents, stating that the law ffarm in 
(jptestion **isaot only experienced in labor law, but poasesses 
aa extraordinary degree of eip et tia e ia fidacafhmal fiaaace, 
Florida Constitutional law, administrali¥e p iooed are aad tlie 
Public Records-Sunshine issues." 

"By combining the talents of two law firms, costly errors 
can be avoided and intelligent decisions can be made 
consistent with legislative intent in several fields of law," 
Bedell said. 

Melvin said he is considering preparing legislation to 
regulate state employment of ooasulting firms.

Today, virtually all of the 
land is owned by whites and 
the government, and the 
Klamaths are for the most 
part landless and unemploy- 
ed.

ment, or from a team s front 
office, and they re- write it 
and call it news.

Every team is a winner in 
the pre-season reports, and 
every other player is making 
room in his trophy case for 
the Hcisman Trophy. 

So sometimes the flood of 
press releases becomes just a 
hit overhearing, and sports 
editors are tempted to 
re-write some of these pieces 
of overblown hyperbole, 
substituting the truth for the 
eiaggerations and replacing 
the uncalled-for optimism 
with some down-to-earth 
realism. 

And that temptation just 
hit me, so here are some 
press releases you'll iMver 
see in print, but should.
